I have  pleasure 

in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  Urban  District  for  the  year  1941. 

The  report,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has 
been  duplicated  and  kept  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  continues  to  be 
satisfactory  as  shovm  by  the  vital  statistics.  The 
Birth  Rate  is  practically  the  Sd,me  at  17.32  and  the 
crude  Death  Rate  is  10,34  compared  with  9,29  in  1940, 
These  figures  compare  favourably  with  the  rates  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  only  unsatisfactory 
figures  in  "the  vital  statistics  is  the  slight  increase 
in  the  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  males. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committees  for  their  help  and  support 
during  the  year,  to  the  officials  for  their  co-operation 
with  the  Health  Department,  and  ps.rt icularly  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Health  Department  staff 
for  their  valued  help  throughout  the  year.

This  district  had  another  serious  flood  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  A heavy  fall  of  snow  followea  by 
a rapid  thaw  and  heavy  rain  proved  too  much  for  the 
barriers  and  -banks  erected  to  stop  flooding.  On  Sunday 
9th  February  e^t  9 a.m.  the  water  v^as  3 ft  deep  at 
Athron’s  Estate.  This  persisted  for  two  days  and  then 
subsided  into  the  areas  around  Arksey.  The  water  came 
up  at  Toll  Bar  on  Tuesday  11th  February  at  mid-day 
and  about  700  people  had  to  be  accommodated  in  the 
New  Village  Schools. 

Medical  and  sanitary  supeivision  of  the  schools 
v;as  put  in  force  at  once,  blankets  and  mattresses 
-were  supplied,  and  communal  feeding  was  comirenced. 

There  were  many  difficulties  to  overcome?  but  viith 
the  help  of  the  people  billeted  in  the  schools,  and 
with  help  from  outside  voluntary  organisations,  conditions 
were  made  as  bearable  and  pleasant  as  was  possible 
under  very  trying  circumstances. 

There  was  a danger  with  so  many  adults  and  children 
in  the  schools  tliat  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
might  occur  but,  fortunately,  nothing  of  the  kind 
happened ,
